Legislative Proposal 


The Board of Selectmen at their 
meeting on Monday evening, Dec. 
22, announced its endorsement. of 
the Maine. Muriicipal Association’s 
(MMA) proposed legislation which 
would prohibit future state actions 
that cause increases in local prop- 
erty taxes. The proposal prohibits 
the passage of any new or ex- 
panded requirement on towns and 
cities which would cause increayed 
property taxation. Further, the leg- 
islation would prohibit tax shifts 
from state tax sources to the prop- 
erty tax. It does not prevent cuts 
in state aid to municipalities but 
does require that cuts be made 
fairly in proportion to the total 
budget. 

The Board of Selectmen express- 
ed concern that property tax privi- 
leges and exemptions granted by 
the legislature in the 1980’s alone 
will cost the Staté’s homeowners 
and other property taxpayers an 
extra $25 million in 1980. New 
State requirements such as mati- 
datory revaluation and personnel 
training add to the local property 
tax.

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FEDERAL MINIMUM WAGE 
RISES TO $3.35. ON JAN. { 


A new federal minimum wage 
of $3.35 goes into effect on Jan, 1, 
entitling an estimated 5.6 million 
workers covered by the Fair La; 
bor Standards Act (FLSA) to. pay 
increases, according to the U. 8, 
Department of Labor. 

The Jan. 1 increase, from $3.10 
to $3.35, was provided for. in 1977 
‘amendments to the act. 

“The minimum wage increase is 
@ matter of equity for low wage 
workers and assures that they are 
not forced to bear a disproportion- 
ate share of the burden of infla- 


. tion,” Secretary of Labor Ray 


Marshall noted. 

Aproximately 60 million workers 
are subject to provisions of the 
act, which. also establishes over- 
time pay and child Jabor stan- 
dards. ; 

In addition, the FLSA allows for 
the payment of wages below the 
statutory minimum in order to 
prevent’ loss of job opportunities 
for certain workers. 

Handicapped workers, full-time 
students and student-learners in 


specified industries may currently ' 


be employed at subminimum wag- 
es under appropriate regulations. 
Employers must apply for authori- 
ty to pay such wages from the 
Labor Department. ; 

Certificates are issued by the 
department permitting the em- 
ployment of full-time students at 
not less than 85% of the federal 
minimum wage .in- retail trade 
establishments, in agriculture and 
in institutions of higher education 
employing their own full-time stu- 
dents. 

The act also provides for the 
payment of sub-minimum. wages 
to persons employed in sheltered 
workshops whose earning or pro- 
ductive capacity is limited by age 
or physical or mental disability. 

In fiscal 1980, the department is- 


sued 47,517 certificates which au- - 


thorized payment of sub - mini- 
mum. wages to approximately 663,- 
699 workers. 

There is also a special FLSA 
provision for tipped employees. 
Tipped employees: are those who 
customarily and regularly receive 
more than $30 a month in tips. The 
employer may consider tips as 
part of the wage so long as the 
wage credit does not exceed the 
percentage of the minimum wage 
specified by law. 

Employers who elect to use the 
tip credit must inform the em- 
ployee in adyance and must be 


ble to show that the employee re-. 


ceives at least the minimum wage 
when direct wages and tip credit 
allowance aré combined. 

The FLSA amendments also in- 
clude a three-step increase in the 
dollar volume test for coverage 
of certain employers. These em- 
ployers are required to pay work- 
ers minimum wage and overtime 
pay, in accordance with the FLSA, 
dependent on the total amount of 
business done in a year. 

The “dollar volume test’ ap- 
plies to employers or enterprises 
comprised exclusively of one or 
more retail or service establish- 
ments whose annual gross volume 
of sales or business done is not 
less than the amount specified by 
the act. 

The current test of $325,000 went

ber fo the high bidder; and cut 
the wood before insects, fire and 
decay destroy its value.” - 

The storm was unusual in’ that 

most of the damage: occurred ‘in 
the lower elevations rather than 
the high country. Those trees most 
effected were the spruce, fir, and 
white pine which have. shallow 
root systems. oi s. 
' Mark Boche, District Ranger 
for thé Forest Service in Bethel, 
gave his impression after flying 
‘over the devastated area. “We 
have about 1,200 acres of downed 
timber that looks like piled jack 
straws. It is amazing that no one 
was injure?’ in the storm,” 
. Without quick work to harvest 
the downed trees, a serious fire 
hazard could exist in the event 
of a dry summer. Boche went on, 
“As soon as the weather warms 
up and the snow disappears, ir- 
sects and rot attack the trees, In 
addition, we have many miles of 
hiking and snowmobile trails that 
will need clearing before they. can 
-be used.” 

Serious blow down also occurred 
in other parts of the National For- 
est. The Waterville Valley area 
received damage in the town and 
along the Tripoli Road that leads 
from the Valley to Interstate 93. 

Paul Natale, Ranger on the Pe- 
migewasset Ranger District, com- 
mented: “We are in the ‘process 
of clearing trees from the Tripoli 
Road, the Greeley Ponds Trail, and 
other ski touring trails in the 
area. We also had considerable 
damge down along Route 118 in 
the Town of Woodstock, N. H.” 


Wet soils contributed to the 
blow down of. the shallow rooted 
softwoods, Some areas up to 85 
acres in size were completely up- 
rooted with hardly a tree left 
standing according to forestry of- 
ficials. 

“Heavy snow cover will- make 
cruising and harvesting more dif- 
ficult and dangerous,” Natale con- 
tinued, “We may also have a 
problem with more wood than the 
loggers can cut or the mills are 
able to take in a short period of 
time. Once the wood is cut, we 
then must determine the best way 
of reforesting the pines and spruce 
that were lost.”
